i m p r o v e m e n ts 
program is the $1,238,000 
rehabilitation of the present 
wastewater treatment plant. 
The plant is also the major 
factor in a predicted rate 
increase. 
City officials are candidly 
admitting that a rate in­ 
crease will be necessary, but 
they stress that the rate 
increase will come within 
the year, even if the bond 
p ro g ra m 
is 
defeated, 
because of increased ex­ 
penses in the new treatment 
plant. 
“ T re a te d 
w aste 
is 
d isc h arg ed into s tre a m s 
which flow into major water 
supply 
reservoirs 
serving 
Plano and other metroplex 
c itie s ,” 
M ayor 
N orm an 
W hitsitt explained. 
“ We 
recognized some time ago 
that 
a higher 
degree

wastewater treatment would 
have to be provided in our 
area. To provide this higher 
degree 
of 
treatm ent, 
in­ 
c re a s e d 
capital

operating costs in both the 
collection system and the

“ Increasing the capacity 
of the treatm ent plant and 
providing the n ec essary 
quality of the effluent must 
be done in one large jum p,” 
he pointed out,

The expanded plant shoutd 
be in operation by January 
of 1975, weather and delivery 
of equipment permitting 
As soon as the new plant is 
in operation, the flow of 
wastewater will be diverted 
to the new facilities and the 
c u rren t 
plant 
will 
be 
rehabilitated and upgi aded 
to meet the standards oi the 
new facilities. The funds will 
be 
used to 
upgrade 
the 
pum ps, 
pipelines 
and 
structures, and to purchase 
sludge handling equipment 
for disposal of the solids 
remaining after treatment. 
These ex p en d itu res 
will 
insure that the quality of 
effluent meets the standards 
of the Texas Water Quality 
Board and the E n v iro n ­ 
mental Protection Agency.

In April of 1972, NTMWD

district has since developed 
a multi-plant regional sewer 
system which amended the 
North Central Texas Council 
of Governments plan for the 
Trinity, he said The Plano 
plant is the first regional 
plant in the sub-region of the 
overall plan. 


Derrington noted that the 
long-range goal of the plan is 
to pump the treated effluent 
back into Lake Lavon for re ­ 
use rather than releasing it 
into the receiving stream. 
An estimated 15-20 million 
gallons per day of liquid 
effluent would be required to 


m ak e 
such 
a 
p ro ject 
e c o n o m ic a lly 
f e a s ib le , 
however. 
The current plant 
uses 
only biological and chemical 
treatm ent of wastes, but the 
expanded plant will provide 
te rtig a ry 
tre a tm e n t 
of 
wastes--one of only two such 
plants 
in 
the 
immediate 
area, Derrington noted. The 
effluent produced will be of 
h igher quality than 
the 
surface runoff which feeds 
into the raw water supply. 
In the tertiary process the 
wastes 
will 
first 
receive 
biological treatm ent, 
then 
chemical treatment to settle 
out 
m in u te p artic le s 
of 
organic material and then 
finally pressure Titration will 
be used to rem o v e the 
smallest particles from the 
waste. The effluent from the 
existing plant will then be 
blended with the new ef­ 
fluent and put through a 
chlorine contact 
chamber 
for

pathogenic b ac te ria . The 
chamber is currently in use 
at the existing facility. 


C urrently 
the 
plant 
separates the solids and, in 
the biological treatment of 
the liquid wastes, uses the

wastewater is sprayed over 
rock exposing it to the air for 
aerobic bacteria 
(bactt*ria 
needing oxygen to function) 
to 
begin 
oxidizing 
the 
material 
The solids are placed in a 
digesting tank for 20-25 days 
for 
anerobic 
b a c te ria 
( b a c t e r i a 
f u n c tio n in g 
without oxygen) to convert 
the 
raw 
sew age 
into 
inorganic materials which 
are the elements of 
fer­ 
tilizer. These materials are 
then 
transferred 
to 
sand 
drying beds for 10-15 da^s. 
The excess moisture filters 
through the sand and goes 
through the plant while the 
dried m atter can be used as 
fertilizer and is currently 
given 
aw ay 
to 
any o n e 
requesting it.

Some farm ers a r e already 
finding that they cannot get 
price quotes or guaranteed 
deliveries on herbicides in 
particular and a re being told 
by m any com panies that no 
m ore orders a re being taken 
for the pesticide products.

Besides Harrington, the Wichita 
I-alls 
team is comprised of Jud Little, one goal; 
Peter Dix. four goals and Steve Gose, one 
goal and team captain 
The key man for the Willow Bend team 
is Roy Barry. Jr., one of two top ranked 
players in the U.S. at eight goals. “ Little 
Roy ” , all six feet three inches and 225 


pounds of him, comes from the famous 
Barry family of polo players. 
His father, Roy, Sr. was handicapped at 
seven for many years as was his uncle Bill. 
Another uncle, Harold, carried a nine 
handicap for fifteen years and a cousin, 
Joe is currently rated at seven. 
Roy has played all over the world and 
was a member of the U.S. team which 
competed against Argentina in the Copa 
de las Americas in 1966 and more recently 
played with the U.S. team in England in 
the Coronation Cup matches. Roy is one of 
the longest hitters in polo as well as an 
outstanding strategist 
Riding with Roy will be Dan Robinowitz, 
-I Lisle Nixon. 2 goals, and team captain 
Norman Brinker, 2 goals. Brinker was a 
member of the U.S. Equestrain team in 
the 1948 Olympics and the U.S. Modern 
Pentathlon Team in 1952. Brinker, along 
with Barry went to the finals in the U.S. 
Open and Silver Cup in 1973 and will make 
a powerful combination in 
this tour­ 
nament 
Charles Smith, seven goal son of polo 
immortal Cecil Smith, is the man to watch 
on Lone Oak s defending champion team. 
Smith is also one of the top players in the 
country' and has won the U.S. Open four 
times and the Silver Cup four times. 
Smith is an outstanding “ stick man” , 
extremely quick and accurate around the 
goal Only 30 years old, he first attained 
his seven rating at age twenty-three. 
Rounding out the Lone Oak side are 
Mike Carney, 
one 
goal 
and Tommy 
Blickie 
two* goals, both young college 
students from San Antonio, who show the 
potential to be high goal players of the 
future. Team captain Dick Latham is the 
fourth man on toe squad. Latham won the 
Silver Cup in 1968. captained the runner up 
team in that tournament in 1972 and has 
captained the Lone Oak team which won 
the Southwestern Circuit Championship in 
1967, 1971, 1972 and 1973. 
Houston’s captain Will Farish, rated at 
five goals in an outstanding young player

17, during regular banking 
hours. 
Bluestem, 
Indiangrass, 
b u ffa lo g rass, 
purpletop, 
sideoats, g ra m a , hooded 
w in d m illg rass and plains 
love grass come to life under 
the brush of this fine artist. 
It all started 14 years ago 
when 
M rs. 
Caswell 
overheard 
Eph 
Cummins, 
then 
Soil 
C onservation 
Service 
d istric t 
co n ­ 
servationist at Johnson City, 
telling her husband the 
names and identifying traits 
of each of the grasses on 
their stock farm in the Texas 
Hill Country west of Austin. 
As she listened to their 
co n v ersatio n , her a r t i s t ’s 
eye began to see something 
akin to beauty that she had 
never noticed before. 
“ When they’re in boot or 
when they reach bloom 
stag e, 
they 
a r e 
truly 
beautiful,” is the way Vivian 


puts it. “ It also fascinated 
me to learn how grasses 
compete with each other and 
how 
livestock 
will 
graze 
some grasses to death while 
leaving 
other 
v irtu a lly 
untouched 
T hat’s when she decided to 
watercolor a picture ct a 
grass plant, recording its 
color, 
vigor 
and 
beauty, 
while also showing it's in­ 
dividual characteristics. 
She was so successful that 
she has now painted hun­ 
dreds of grass plants, in 
eluding about 40 different 
species. She has also painted 
several forbs (wide-leaved 
herbaceous plants) 
These 
are in addition to her land­ 
scapes, still lifes. and other 
oil paintings. 


Her paintings are widely 
exhibited throughout the 
Southwest, and the late J 
F ra n k 
Dobie 
once 
told 
friends that his painting of 
little bluestem by Vivian was 
the only painting he ever saw 
that could talk. They are so 
lifelike that they have been 
mistaken for actual plants 
pressed under glass. 
When Vivian gets ready to 
paint a grass, she asks her 
husband’s help in finding a 
good specimen. After the 
grass is located, 
Caswell 
digs it up and takes it to 
Vivian’s studio.

Derrington said the new 
plant will have the flexibility 
of th ree biological 
pro- 
cesses-extended 
aeration, 
activated sludge and contact 
stabalization. 
In extended 
aeration, oxygen is pumped 
into the liquid for the aerobic 
bacteria 
to 
oxidize. 
This 
method will be used initially 
because of the size of the 
plant and low percentage of 
organic m atter, he added. 
As the wastes increase, the 
plant will use ac tiv a te d 
s lu d g e -th e 
recycling 
of 
sludge containing bacteria 
back through the liquid 
wastes, he said. Eventually 
the plant will use contact 
stab aliza tio n , or a c o m ­ 
bination 
of 
the 
two 
processes, which can handle 
the most organic material. 
In the second stage the 
wastes will continue through 
the 
p rese n t 
chem ical 
process with the addition of 
aluminum sulfate, lime oi 
ferric chloride to coagulate 
organic 
m a te ria ls 
still 
rem a in in g . Through this 
process the plant has had the 
free benefit for the past year 
of 
phosphorus 
rem o v al, 


D errington 
noted. 
T he 
rem o v al

phosphorus 
retards eutrophication or the 
stag n atio n of lakes and 
ponds. 
The 
m ore 
com plex 
processes involved in the 
tertiary treatm ent of wastes 
will necessitate additional 
salary .chemical and power 
costs, he said. It has been 
estimated that the power 
costs alone will triple when 
the 
expanded 
plant 
is 
opened. The staff will also 
have to be increased by 
three or four new men since 
the plant must, in the future, 
be manned 24 hours a day. 
These costs to protect the 
enviornment must be paid
